ABOUT this Time, he met with a 
particular Inſtance of God's gracious 


Preſervation in a viſible Danger of bis 


| Life ; which, to the Praiſe of God, de- 


ſerves to be mentioned in this Place, and

ina Letter to his Friends, Nov. 30, 1703. 
« In the Night between laſt Friday and 
« Saturday, the Lord ſent forth his 
« Breath, I mean a moſt violent Hur- 
« ricane, and unparallel'd in the Memory 
« of Man, to viſit not only this City 
« but alſo the whole Ifland : Berween 
« rwo and three in the Morning its 
| « greateſt Fury began, and it is im- 
\ poflible to deſcribe its Violence, which 
« ſo ſtun'd the Senſes, that many were 
e brought to their Wits end. It laſted 
* till nine a Clock in the Morning before 
« it began to abate: My Lodging was 
e up two Pair of Stairs, where half of 
e the third Story above me was, with 
* a thundring Noiſe, thrown down; the 
Fall whereof ſhook my Lodging in a 
« fearful Manner, and it was choaked 
with Duſt : The People above me fled 
for Refuge into the Cellar, and it was 
my Turn next, if the Lord had per- 
emitted the Wind to make the Breach 
wider. Preſently upon this, the Chim- 
La D * ney 
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ney of my F n fell down, with 
another great Noiſe, by which the 
Wind ſeemed to get more Liberty to 
ſtorm upon my Bed- chamber; ſo that 
I lay rocking in my Bed as a Child in 
a Cradle, becauſe the Wind bear upon 
the Houſe from all Quarters. In all 


. theſe frightful Circumſtances J conti- 


nued in my Bed, not knowing what 


Place to retire to for Shelter, but to the 


Protection of Chriſt: Soon after my 
Landlord came up and deſired me to 
ſtep down into the Cellar, which he 
thought more ſafe, and whither the 
Lodger under me had alſo retired. It 
was a melancholy Proſpect the next 
Day to ſee the Effects of God's Ven- 
geance in the Ruin and Deſtruction 


which appeared every where; the Streets 


were covered with the Tiles and Rubbiſh 
of the Houſes beat down by the Storm: 


Inſtead of the lofty and beautiful 


Windows, one could look through the 


broken Glaſſes of the ſhatter'd Houles.

0 Many People were either killed out- 
« right, or ſo bruiſed and mangled that 
« few of them eſcaped with their Life. 
A great many Ships were loſt with all 
« their Men and Cargo, amongſt which 
« ſeventy Merchant-Men were reckon'd 
« and all this happened in a few Hours 
« of one Night. Bleſſed is he, whoſe. 
Help is the Lord God, and whoſe Truſt 
„ and Confidence is in him, by whoſe 
Name the Righteous is protected“. 


I x the next Year, 1704. he acquain- 
ted his Friends with the following Cir- 
cumſtances of his Life: « You will do- 
« well, if, in theſe miſerable” Times; you 
* ſhelter your ſelves altogerher under 
« the Wings of our Redeemer ; I could 
© often wiſh my ſelf amongſt you, in or- 
«* der*to'excite- and ſtrengthen my Heart 
| by our mutual Converſation: But 
herein I muſt wait the kind Direckion 
Tag Providence. I hope and wiſh how- 
ever, tharin your quiet Circumſtances, 
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1 ve)” 
remote from many Temptations of 
theſe preſent Times, you would not 
forget to commend my Soul to the 
Lord to ſecure it from the Abomina- 
tions of this preſent evil World, and 
to make it at laſt undefiled before his 


holy Face: Tis true, there is a Seed 


in this City, which may in time pro- 
duce a great People to be born to the 
Lord; but it is ſtill like a Muſtard- 
Seed growing but ſlowly. If I do but 
learn ſomething of that excellent Vir- 


tue of Humility and Patience, I ſhall 
not repent of my being here”. In 
the ſame Letter he mentions that God had 


favoured him with a particular Refreſh-

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I x the next following Year, 1705. 
the Lord remember'd in Mercy this his 
Servant, who hitherto had been well ex- 
erciſed in Poverty, Humility, and Pa- 
tience, and prepared a Way to ſet this 
Light upon a higher Candleſtick : To 
this he made the late Mr. Ludolf the In- 
ſtrument, as Mr. Boehm himſelf declares 
in a Letter to Mr. George Melchior Ludolf 
at Wetzlar, wherein he acquaints him 


with the Death of his Brother, Fan, 12, 
17 12. 
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712. « T dare, ſays he, call our late 


Mr. Ludolf my beſt Friend with the 
more Aſſurance, becauſe his Friend- 
ſhip tended always to the one Thing 
needful ; and conſequently to the Edi- 
fication, Emendation, Purification, 


and Conſummation of the Soul, 


which was his chief Aim to promote 
in all his Acquaintance. But in Regard 


of my temporal Intereſt, at leaſt the 


far greateſt Part, if not the whole, 
it was entirely owing to his earneſt En- 
deavours, that 1705. I was propoſed 
to HIS ROYAL HIGEHNESS; and was 
afterwards promoted by him to be one 
of his Chaplains ”- The Occaſion 


whereof was as follows : 


WurN Queen AxNE came to the 


Crown, ſhe prevailed with her Royal 


Conſort the Prince, to introduce the 
Common Prayer of the Church of Eng- 


land into his own Chapel, where the 
then Chaplain found i it too hard for him 


alone 
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alone to read thoſe Prayers which laſted 
a whole Hour, and to preach too: 
Wherefore he made his humble Requeſt 
to the Prince, that he would be gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to allow him an Aſſiſtant. 
The Prince gave the Lord Pleſſe, his 
chief Miniſter, Orders to look out for an 
able Perſon; and he inquired of Mr. Lu- 
dolf, whether he did not know one that 
could eaſe Dr. Mecker in his Function, who 
immediately recommended Mr. Boebm; 
and hereupon had Orders for him to 
preach next Sunday before the Prince 
at his Chapel. Thus having delivered 
his firſt Sermon on the 4th Sunday after 
Eafter, upon Jobn xvi. 5—15. about the 
Truth of the Chriſtian Religion, he was 
ordered to preach again the next Sunday 
following, The Prince being very well 
pleaſed with his ſolid Diſcourſes, ſenc 
a Meſſage to him to know whether he 
would be one of his Chaplains, _ N 
every Sunday before him. 
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Tuar he was very much ſurpriſed 


at ſo unexpected an Offer, one may ſee

* No wonder this his ingenious Friend had ſo near

Tux next Night he did not ſleep well 


at all.

He anſwered very well, and commended

that he had carneſt Buſineſs in London, 
which of necęſſity required his Preſence 
to morrow. "But the Doctor aſſured him 
that he was nearer his End than he ima- 


gined. Wherewith Mr. Boehm declared 


himſelf very well ſatisfied, only wiſhing 
to be found truly prepared. And thus 


the Doctor left him to lie a little longer, 


but charged his Servant not to ſtir, but

His late Royal Highneſs Prince George 
of Denmark, preferr'd him to be one of 
his Chaplains, and had a great Regard 
for him. He was a Man of an extraor- 
dinary Piety and Charity, always ſtudy- 
ing to relieve the diſtreſs'd of every De- 
nomination among Chriſtians, and par- 
ticularly ſuch as were Strangers and 


Friendleſs: The poor Palatines found a 
F 28 4þ in him.

This bis emphatical Method, or pow- 
erful Way of Preaching, he always ac- 
companied with an unblameable Con- 


verſation, ſo that God bleſſed his Word 


to many Peoples real Converſion, who 
were afterwards diſperſed either in Ger- 
many, Denmark, Sweedland, Holland, 
France, nay, in the Eaft and Weſt Indies, 
or are ſtill living in England. In his Diſ- 
courſes and Letters, he knew how to ex- 
preſs himſelf very pertinently and inge- 
niouſly : Being once ask'd of a Friend in 
Germany, how the inſpired Prophets far'd 


in London? he anſwer'd in his Letter, 


They were like Jonab's Gourd, which 
quickly grew, and quickly died.

In his Diſcourſes with People of ano- 
ther Perſuaſion, he knew how to draw

Mind, or in an Errour, or with thoſe 


who were call'd Prophets, Separatiſts, 
2uakers, Baptiſts, he knew how to ener- 
vate the Arguments of the latter, and to 
lay open the Miſtakes and falſe Conceits 
of the former, in ſo lively and loving a 
Manner, that they had nothing more to 
ſay for themſelves. Thus many have either 
been intirely convinced, or brought to a 
greater Moderation in their ſeveral Opi- 
nions, about the Doctrine of Feſus Chriſt;
